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Article If Why Our Churches Do Not Win Souls 


Preaching That Fails 


Today’s Preaching Generally Is Not Calculated to Get Sinners to the 
Services, to Convict Them and to Save Them 


Last week we published the 
first article of a series, on Why 
Our Churches Do Not Win Souls 
and showed sadly that soul win- 
ning is not the principal aim and 
activity of the church in most 
cases, though it ought to be. Now 
we seek to help solve further the 
question of why we fail in soul 
winning, in our churches, by a 
failure in preaching. May God 
bless to many hearts these serious 
words. 


The first aim of every preacher 
called of God should be to win 
‘souls, A minister may say, as ex- 
cuse for his powerlessness and 
fruitlessness: “I am called’ to be 
a teaching pastor. My ministry is 
to the church. I must feed the 
flock of God.” But that, I insist, is 
a shameless excuse for outright 
disobedience to the plain com- 


mand of God. The Great Com, 


mission is still binding on preach- 
ers. The Gospel is to be preached 
-to every creature. We are to teach 
those already converted to go win

others. It was to Timothy, as the 
pastor of a great church in Ephe- 
sus, that Paul wrote, “Do the work 
of an evangelist” (II Tim. 4:5). 
R. A. Torrey was a pastor, but 
what a soul winner! Charles H. 
Spurgeon was a pastor all his days 
and never called himself an evan- 
gelist. Yet multiplied thousands 
were saved under his ministry and 
the Metropolitan Tabernacle in 
London was called a “soul trap.” 
The Apostle Paul himself would 
pass very well for a Bible teacher! 
How he taught the young Chris- 
tians, appointed and trained elders 
in every church is a marvel, His 
fourteen epistles .are the deepest, 
richest doctrinal teaching in the 
Bible, Yet Paul regularly did the 
work of an evangelist, and had 
more to do than all other apos- 
tles did with the evangelizing of 
the whole Roman Empire in his 
lifetime! 

In America all the great pas- 


tors have been great soul winners. 


Consider Jonathan Edwards, T. 
DeWitt Talmage, A. B. Simpson, 
George W, Truett, R. G. Lee, W. B. 
Riley, Oswald J. Smith, H. A. 
Ironside, P. W. Philpott, Louis T. 
Talbot, J, C. Massey, Lee Rober- 
son, W. A. Criswell. Remember 
that D. L. Moody, J. Wilbur Chap- 
man, R. A, Torrey, and other lead- 
ing evangelists were for long 
years pastors. So pastors can be, 
and all true pastors will be, soul 
winners. The pastor who is not a 
soul winner is a backslider, a dis- 
obedient Christian, proving untrue 
to his holy vows and to his divine 
calling.

and neighbors. “He’ll never be any- 
thing but a drunken bum.” 

Sophie was my mother. The 
drunken bum was my dad. To 
us, their children, they will al- 
ways be “Ma and Pa.” 


To the well-meaning pleas 
of worried friends, Ma always had 
but one response. “For the child- 
ren’s’ sake,” she would say, “I'll 
stay with him, and I’m praying 
every day that he’ll change.” 

Sophie was the daughter of an 
immigrant German grave digger 
who lived in Flushing, Long Island. 
One day at the home of a friend 
she met John, quite a dashing 
young man from out of town. It 
was love at first sight. They were 
married very soon and began 
housekeeping in his home town of 
Niagara Falls, New York. John 
was a butcher of no mean skiil 
and made plenty of money. 


When in about a year a son 
was born to the young couple, 
life seemed very rosy.

21. “But Must I Not Keep the 
Law in Order to Be Saved?” 
Keep the law! Why you have 
already violated those sacred pre- 
cepts times without number. Go 
carefully over the Ten Command- 
ments: which of them have you 
not broken, either literally or in 
spirit? Take them one by one, and 
face them squarely and honestly 
in the presence of the God who 
gave them, and who said, “The 
man that doeth them shall live 
in them’; but who also declared, 
“Cursed is every one that contin- 
ueth not in all things which are 
written in the book of the law 
to do them.” Let us consider them 
seriously: 
(1) Thou Shalt Have no Other 
Gods Before Me 


He is downright exclusive! He 
must be the one object of worship! 
But have you given Him this place 
in your life? Have not many other 
gods shared your love and venera- 
tion? We are commanded to love 
the Lord our God with all the 
heart, mind, soul, and strength. 
Have you ever risen to this? If 
not, plead guilty on count one, and 
pass on to the next. 


(2) Thou Shalt Not Make Unto 
Thee Any Graven Image 
..- Thou Shalt Not Bow 

Down Thyself to 

Them, nor Serve 

Them 

Of gross idolatry, involving the 
actual adoration of images you 
may never have been guilty; but 
we read in Scripture of some who 
set up idols in their hearts. And 
these are as obnoxious to God as 
idols of wood, or stone, or metal. 

What are some of their names? 

Self, Wealth, Fame, Pleasure, and 

many more. The devotees of these 

false gods are as truly idolaters 
as the heathen who bow down to 
carved and molten symbols. Are 
you guilty of such false worship? 

If so, bow in humiliation before 

the one true and living God, and 

cry again, “Guilty.” 

(3) Thou Shalt Not Take the 
Name of the Lord Thy God 

in Vain

at all” is the command of Holy 
Scripture, Yet how few there are 
who have not sinned along this 
line. Remember, it is not always 
necessary to use vile, wicked lan- 
guage to profane the name of the 
Lord. When that name is used 
carelessly, lightly, without due re- 
spect and reverence, this com- 
mandment is broken just as truly 
as when coupled with oaths and 
cursing. And many a one swears in 
thought whose lips have never 
been sullied by cursing. Can you 
honestly face this third command- 
ment and cry, “Not guilty’? 


(4) Remember the Sabbath Day, 
to Keep It Holy 


God claims one seventh of man’s 
time. He gives six days for useful 
labor and lawful pleasure. He 
demands that one day be set aside 
for Himself. “The sabbath was 
made for man, not man for the 
sabbath.” But what base ingrati- 
tude have we manifested here! 
The disregard for God's holy day is 
but an evidence of the rebellion 
of the human heart against all 
divine authority. What can you 
say for yourself as to this? Are 
you guilty or not guilty? 

Answer as at the bar of eternal 
justice, I beg you! 

(We believe that the Sabbatn 
proper was ceremonial law, not 
commanded us. But certainly 
Christians should take time for 
worship and the service of God. 
Editor). 


(5) Honour Thy Father and Thy 
Mother 


One of the outstanding sins of 
the last days is “disobedience to 
parents.” Self-will is everywhere 
apparent. Where is the child that 
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has always been dutiful and obedi- 
ent? Lack of filial regard. is 
scarcely considered a sin any more. 
But He who on earth was subject 
to His mother and His foster- 
father is our example, How far 
short we have come of the per- 
fection seen in Him! Be absolutely 
honest with yourself and with God. 
If you have ever been a disobedi- 
ent, willful child, do not attempt 
to justify your wrong-doing, but 
take the penitent sinner’s place 
and own your guilt, 


(6) Thou Shalt Not Kill 


Your hand may never have 
been stained with human blood. 
But what of that passage in the 
First Epistle of John, “Whosoever 
hateth his brother is a murderer.” 
Judged by this high and holy 
standard, who is beyond condem- 
nation here? 


(7) Thou Shalt Not Commit 
Adultery 


Many there are who have kept 
themselves physically pure from 
this gross sin, but how few have 
always been pure in thought; and 
the Lord Jesus told us that an un- 
chaste look is adultery in the sight 
of God. This raises a standard 
that few, if any, have been able 
to wholly live up to. If uncleanness 
in act or in thought has ever soil- 
ed your soul, do not try to excuse 
it, as do the psychologists of our 
degenerate times, but bow with 
the woman of the seventh chapter 
of Luke and that other woman of 
the eighth chapter of John at the 
feet of Jesus, own your guilt, and 
hear Him say, “Thy sihs are for- 
given. Neither do I condemn thee: 
go, and sin no more.” 


(8) Thou Shalt Not Steal 


We are apt to think of stealing 
as involving large sums of money, 
or the purloining of valuable 
goods. But he is as really a thief 
who steals a trifle, as he who 
burglarizes a house or embezzles 
a million. Who is entirely guiltless 
of appropriating what was not 
rightfully his?

(9) Thou Shalt Not Bear False 
Witness 

Have your lips never been stain- 

ed with a lie? “The wicked,” we 

are told, “go astray as soon as 

they are born, speaking lies.’’* It 


has often_been noted that all chil- 
dren need to be taught to speak 
the truth. None ever need lessons 
in lying, for “out of the abundance | 
of the heart the mouth speaketh.” | 
And “the heart is deceitful above | 
all things.” Therefore, deceitful | 
lips and practices. Whoever. dares | 
to say, “I am not guilty” on this 
count is but adding another lie 
to the many yet to be answered 
for, 


(10) Thou Shalt Not Covet 


This was the prohibition that 
convicted self-righteous Saul of 
Tarsus of his sinfulness. He who 
could claim that as to outward 
observances he was guiltless of 
violations, found himself a ‘slave 
to desires for what God had with- 
held from him, and so “‘the com- 
mandment which was ordained to 
life,”” he found ‘‘to be unto death.” 
For sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in him all 
manner of concupiscence (covet- 
ousness, lust, evil desire) and thus 
he realized he was a helpless 
slave, unable to break the chains 
that bound him. Do you find your- 
self in the same state? Then let 
the voice of the law have its way. 
Own its authority and admit you 
are under condemnation. 


Even One Offense Means Guilt 


Now possibly you find, by care- 
ful examination, that you are not 
guilty on every count of these Ten 
Words. But remember what the 
Holy Spirit has told us in James 
2:8-11: 

“If ye fulfil the royal law ac-

over America is that pastors shall 
give their principal attention to 
the church members. Calling, visit- 
ing the sick in homes and in hos- 
pitals; marriages, funerals, church 
finances, denominational business, 
the choir, young people’s meetings, 
the women’s. societies—these 
things occupy the time, interest 
and labors of the average pastor, 
largely to the exclusion of soul 
winning. That is utterly foreign 
to the New Testament practice 
and teaching. 

The Saviour said, “What man 
of you, having an hundred sheep, 
if he lose one of them, doth not 
leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and go after that 
which is lost, until he find it?” 
(Luke 15:4), God’s plan is that 
-every undershepherd should have 
'the same interest and pattern in 
his ministry as the Great Shep- 
/herd, the Lord Jesus, had. He said 
the normal thing is that a shep- 
‘herd (pastor means_ shepherd) 
should leave the ninety-nine sheep 
who are not lost, even if they are 
out in the wilderness instead of 
in the fold, and go after the one 
sheep which is lost. Oh, if preach- 
ers would learn to “leave the nine- 
ty and nine in the wilderness, and 
go after that which is lost, until 
he find it’! And the Saviour said, 
in justification for this teaching, 
“T say unto you, that likewise joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner 
that repenteth, more than over 
niney and nine just persons, which 
need no repentance” (Luke 15:7). 
A pastor ought ‘to be more con- 
cerned over one soul that is lost 
than over ninety-nine church mem- 
bers who are saved! A _ pastor’s 
preaching ought to be largely ad- 
dressed to the unconverted. 

That will mean that part of his 
preaching will be in the jails, or 
on street corners, or in country 
schoolhouses, or to groups of chil- 
dren or young people in private 
homes, or to service clubs, or in 
tent campaigns. But the preaching 
in the church services ought to 
be strongly evangelistic, as well as

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the preaching in other places. One 
principal reason why our churches 
do not win souls is that the minis- 
ters of the churches so rarely 
preach to unconverted people. 
And needless to say, all soul-win- 
ning preachers are personal soul 
winners, too. D. L. Moody was a 
great preacher to multitudes, but 
he won thousands in personal con- 
versation. So did Dr. R. A. Torrey. 
No man has a better opportunity 
to do this than a pastor, 

Next, it takes a certain kind of 
preaching to get people saved. A 
man may preach the Gospel and 
preach it correctly and actually 
preach it to sinners, ahd yet never 
get anybody saved. We suggest 
the following elements that ought 
to be included in evangelistic 
preaching. 


I. The Preaching Must Be of 
the Type That Will Attract 
Attention, Will Get Crowds, 

Will Cause Deep Interest 


God wants the man on the 
street, and the preacher should 
preach to him. God wants the 
housewife, the high school stu- 
dent, the child. What a sin for the 
preacher not to want them and 
not to preach so as to attract them 
to the services and get their inter- 
est, their consciences, their deci- 
sion for Christ! Some preachers 
aim their sermons at the cultured, 
the learned, the well-taught. That 
is a fatal mistake that has ruined 
many a preacher’s ministry, Oh, 
human pride! Oh, the fear of men! 
Oh, worldly ambition that longs 
for reputation as a scholar! These 
are not for the pastor who expects 
to win souls. 


Do not think that D. L. Moody 
won souls in spite of his simplicity. 
Rather he won souls because of his 
simplicity. Do not think that Billy 
Sunday won souls in spite of his 
slang, his commonplace expres- 
sions, his acrobatics on the plat- 
form, his plainness of speech. 
Rather he won souls partly be- 
cause of these things. God is inter- 
ested in common people, ignorant 
people, sinning people, and Billy 
Sunday was interested in the same 
crowd and worked to save them. 


Preachers, then, ought to preach 
on great controversial subjects, 
subjects in the minds of common 
people, There should be sermons 
on Hell, on judgment, on the sec- 
ond coming of Christ (1 do not 
mean a dry, abstract teaching of 
minute details concerning prophe- 


cy). He should preach on adultery, 
on drunkenness, preach on the Bi- 
| ble and war, on death, on divorce. 
This kind of preaching, plain Bible 
preaching, controversial preaching, 
proving each point by the Word of 
God, helps to get crowds. Crowds 
came to hear Moody, just as they 
came to hear Billy Sunday, just 
as they came to hear Wesley and 
Whitefield and Spurgeon and Tor- 
rey, whether they agreed witn 
them or not. Bold, uncompromis- 
ing, controversial preaching; 
preaching that condemns sin, that 
fights heresy, that shows the way 
out of trouble, that warns people 
of the wrath of God,—such preach- 
ing gets crowds. It will attract 
unsaved people as well as the sav- 
ed. 


People went to hear Aimee Sem- 
ple McPherson preach, and they 
did not go. because they liked 
heresy better than truth, Rather 
they went because they were in- 
terested, they were intrigued, they 
were moved. As long as “Christian 
Science,” ~ Spiritism, Seventh-Day 
Adventism and Pentecostalism get 
crowds and they do, the rest of us 
could get them if we worked at it 
as they do. 


Il. Preaching Must Condemn 
Sin and Bring Conviction 
to the Conscience 


Remember how Elijah faced the 
prophets of Baal and all the people 
of Israel on Mount Carmel as re- 
corded in I Kings, chapter 18. The 
idolatry of the Baal worshipers 
was mocked, and then the priests 
of Baal were slaughtered. Remem- 
ber that John the Baptist came 
preaching, “Repent ye: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand” 
(Matt. 3:2). His preaching was 
plain and sharp and powerful. He 
called the Pharisees “O genera- 
tion of vipers.” Later he faced

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Herod and boldly reproved his 
adultery, though it cost him his 
head, Remember how sharp was 
the preaching of Jesus. Read the 
twenty-third chapter of Matthew, 
where Jesus preached a sermon of 
seven points to the unconverted 
religious leaders. And each part of 
His sermon started with these 
words, ‘““Woe unto you, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites .. .” Jesus 
preached on restitution, on covet- 
ousness, on adultery, on blasphe- 
my, on hypocrisy, and always, al- 
ways on the need for a new heart. 
Pastor, do you preach like Jesus? 


Peter preached at Pentecost, 
boldly accusing the people of the 
murder of Jesus Christ and of re- 
leasing Barabbas, a murderer, 
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That Fails 


Stephen said to the assembled 
religious leaders and unregenerate 
Jews, “Ye stiffnecked and ungir- 
cumcised in heart and ears, ye do 
always resist the Holy Ghost: as 
your fathers did, so do ye” (Acts 
7:51). Plain preaching cost Steph- 
en his life. If preachers today 
-preached against sin some of us 
might sometime be _ stoned, as 
Stephen was, but we would win 
souls. Remember how Paul faced 
Elymas the sorcerer saying, “O 
full of all subtilty and all mis- 
chief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt 
thou not cease to pervert the right 
ways of the Lord? (Acts 13:10). 
And boldly Paul prophesied that 
the sinner should be blind for a 
season, and he was. 

Remember how Peter faced 
Ananias and Sapphira with their 
lie; how boldly he rebuked Simon 
who would have purchased the 
power of the Holy Ghost. 


These preachers had people sav- 
ed because they preached against 
sin and the Holy Spirit of God 
worked conviction in the hearts 
of men. Oh, to be sure, Bible 
preachers got in trouble for plain 
preaching. Elijah, Jeremiah, Zecha- 
riah, John the Baptist, Jesus, Paul, 
Peter, and Stephen did. But only 
preaching that condemns sin really 
turns people to repentance. 


Shocking as it may seem, all 
over America people have said to 
me ahout such obvious things as 
adultery, drunkenness, abortion, 
and profanity, “I never realized 
that was a sin!” Sinners do not 
realize their sins because preach- 
ers do not preach on sin as they 
ought to. It is useless and insin- 
cere for us to expect a great re- 
vival, with multitudes saved, until 
there is a profound sense of men’s 
sinfulness and guilt, Men do not 
call a doctor until they know they 
are sick. Men do not repent until 
they are deeply conscious they are 
sinners. A preacher may preach 
forever on grace and God’s love 
and Heaven and never get a soul 
saved, if he does not preach on 
the wrath of God, on the certain- 
ty of judgment, and on the fires of 
Hell as the natural and inevitable 
end of unrepented sin, 

Preaching that does not con- 


demn sin will not get many of 
the general unsaved public to hear 


it, and will not produce profound 


get many saved. Most of the lost 
people are lost not because they 
never heard the Gospel. They are 
lost not because they do not know 
how to be saved. It is true that 
many of them do not know the 
way of salvation, but that is not 
what keeps men from Christ. The 
real truth is, they are not con- 
victed of their sins. They do not 
have uneasy consciences. They do 
not tremble about the future. 
They do not fear Hell and judg- 
ment, They love their sins and 
their sins have never been made 
horrible to them. They think them- 
selves fairly good and have never 
seen their wicked hearts for what 
they are. So they do not seek to 
know how to be saved. 


Strange as it may seem, there 
is more in the Bible about law 
than about grace. That does not 
mean that anybody was ever sav- 
ed by law, but it means that it 


took law to make the need for! 


“The law was our 
schoolmaster to bring us. unto 
Christ” (Gal. 3:24). The law was 
given “that every mouth may be 
stopped, and all the world may be- 
come guilty before God” (Rom. 
3:19). The law is likened to a 
mirror that shows men their dirty 
faces. The preaching of the law 
has its God-appointed place, The 
law (of course I refer to the moral 
law, not ceremonials) does not 
make anybody’s face clean, but 
it shows people they need wash- 
ing. The preaching against sin, 
the preaching of repentance, is 
an absolute essential for the 
preacher who hopes to win many 
of the unsaved. 


We have said that our churches 
do not win many souls, and multi- 
tudes of churches win none at all; 
because the preaching is not cal- 
culated to make soul winners out 
of Christians, it does not attract 
the general public to the services, 
and it does not bring conviction 
for sin,

Ill. Preaching, to Get People

Earnest

of a burdened heart, broken over 
lost sinners.

ing made possible, and with a 
burlap bag trudged the railroad 
tracks back of our house to pick 
up the few pieces of coal which 
had fallen off the coal cars. Back 
into the house, with feet numb and 
hands chapped and almost froz- 
en, Ma dragged her pitiful bur- 
lap bag of coal, happy that her 
children would be warm for an- 
other night. 


Long after the meager supper 
had been eaten and the children 
tucked under their shabby thin 
blankets, Ma would sit and wait 
for the stumbling footsteps which 
would mean Pa had found his 
way home from another drunk- 
en carousel. When he was too 
drunk to push the door open, Ma 
dragged him in out of the snow 
and cold. He was a heavy man, 
but somehow she would manage 
to undress him and put him to 
bed, For this there was never 
a word of appreciation. 


Ma was a handsome woman 
with fine features and flashing 
black eyes framed by dark wav- 
ing hair. Fortunately for herself 
and for us children, her gay sense 
of humor was never drowned by 
the bitter experience she endured. 
Often she was urged by inter- 
ested friends, “Sophie, you could 
have a much better life without 
him—why don’t you listen to rea- 
son... ?” But about the time 
I was born, Ma had a tremendous 
spiritual experience which under- 
girded her. outward serenity and 
confidence. 


It was during a great citywide 
revival campaign that Ma accepted 
Christ as her personal Saviour, 
and from that moment she was 
convinced that she had found the 
only thing that would ever change 
her drunken husband’s life. But 
when she talked to him about it, 
he laughed her to scorn and out 
of pure spite, apparently, drank 
more than ever. For twelve years 
it seemed that the Devil him- 
self took complete control of Pa. 
Ma was in constant fear that one 
of us children would be harmed 
during some of his terrible rages, 
and I know that many times only 
through her vigilance and inter- 
vention were we saved from in-

jury. 

Pa was out on a drunk as usual 
the night little three-year-old Min- 
nie choked to death in Ma’s arms 
from whooping cough. He was 
barely sober enough to attend the 
sad little funeral a few days la- 
ter. For a solid year, the year 
of 1922, Pa was literally soaked 
in liquor, his mind a perpetual, 
intoxicated fog. Pa’s own sisters 
pleaded with Ma to take the child- 
ren and leave before something 
terrible happened. But Ma’s an- 
swer never altered. “I’ve prayed 
that John’s life will be changed,” 
she would say, “and God will an- 
swer. I’m positive of it.” 

One snowy evening late that 
November Pa reeled home earlier 
than usual, Ma was helping in the 
home of a sick neighbor. Little 
Johnny, only five years old, was 
home with some of the older child- 
ren. Pa very rarely bothered with 
any of us youngsters, but if he 
had a favorite it was his little 
namesake, Johnny. Johnny met 
him at the door that night with 
some excited childish prattle a- 
bout a revival meeting at the Com- 
munity Hall across the tracks. 


“Will you go and take me, too, 
Pa? Will you?” Johnny coaxed. 
Pa was drunk enough for anything 
at the moment. 

“Sure, Johnny, let’s go,” he an- 
swered, 


Pleased, Johnny pinned his worn 
little coat together with a safety 
pin and pulled a red tassel cap 
down low on his head. Taking 
Pa’s hand, he and «Pa trudged 
through the snow, past the tum- 
ble-down shacks of the neighbor- 
hood, and across the tracks where 
the homes were much nicer. Pa’s 
steps were unsteady and little 
Johnny half supported him as they 
made their way over the slippery 
sidewalks. 


As they neared the small com- 
munity hall where the gospel ser- 
vices were being held, Pa heard 
the worshippers singing, “Whiter 
than snow, yes, whiter than snow, 
Lord, wash me and I shall be 
whiter than snow.” Only then did 
it dawn on him that his clothes 
were unkempt, he was unshaven 
and very, very drunk. 


“Johnny,” he said, glancing down 
at the eager boy at his side. 
“Johnny, let’s go home and to- 
morrow night I'll get all cleaned 
up and we'll come back. Tomor- 
row night, Johnny.” 


Johnny’s happy smile disappear- 
ed and he was very near tears. 

“No, Pa, No! Let’s go in now,” 
he begged, as he tugged hard on 
Pa’s hand, Pa tottered up the 
steps and opened the door. He 
tried to tiptoe to a back seat, 
but his attempts at being quiet 
were anything but successful. Fin- 
ally he and Johnny were seated. 


When Pa became accustomed 
to the warmth and the bright 
lights he tried to focus his gaze 
upon the man behind the. pulpit, 
With a startled gasp he began 
mumbling to himself. 

“Bob! My old pal, Bob! It can't 
be ...’’ He remembered the hours 
he and Bob had spent together in 
barrooms all over the city. 


But it was his old pal, Bob. 
Suddenly the preaching stopped. 
Upon recognizing Pa, the preach- 
er, without a moment’s hesita- 
tion, was out of the pulpit and 
striding down the aisle t6 where 
Pa and Johnny sat in the back 
seat, 


“John!” exclaimed the preacher, 
putting his arm around Pa’s 
shoulders. “John, you know as well 
as anybody the kind of life I used 
to live. But, look! What God has 
done for me, He can do for you. 
Come on, John, come with me.” 


Pa got to his feet and taking 
Johnny by the hand, he walked 
slowly, very unsteadily to the al- 
tar, There he knelt, with little 
Johnny on one side and his friend,, 
Bob, on the other, and cried out 
of a heart full of shame and des- 
pair, “God be merciful to me, a 
sinner.” 


Then the miracle happened— 
the miracle which only God can 
make happen. When Pa rose from 
his knees he was absolutely sober. 
His mind was as clear as a bell. 
In the moment of his conversion 
God forgave all his sins, but in 
addition, the effects of not only 
that day’s drinking, but years of 
drunkenness left him completely. 
Pa shook hands with a few peo- 
ple with whom he was acquainted, 
walked unfalteringly to the door. 
and he and little Johnny went out 


into the night. 


“Johnny,” Pa marveled as he 
looked up into the heavens, “those 
Stars are brighter than I’ve ever 
seen them before. They look like 
diamonds!” 

Ma was home when they ar- 
rived and hearing the unfamiliar 
sound of Pa’s steady footsteps, she 
quickly opened the door. Pa put 
his arm around her in an uwn- 
familar gesture of tenderness and 
his voice broke as he &aid, “Sophie, 
you've got a new husband—froin 
tonight on.” 


Before he could tell her about 
what had happened in the gospel 
meeting, Ma cried out happily, 
“God has kept His promise! I 
knew He wouldn’t fail!” 


We did a lot of crying and 
laughing—and some more crying 
that night. Then Pa got out a bat- 
tered Bible his mother had giv- 
en him many years before and 
tried to read from the third 
chapter of John, Pa had not had 
much schooling and was not a 
good reader, but with Ma’s help 
he struggled through the portion 
of Scripture. Then we all knelt 
and that night the family gathered 
about our first family altar. 


The next morning when Pa left 
the house to go to work, we just 
couldn’t help peeking out of the 
windows. Down our street at the 
corner: was .a saloon. For years Pa 
had stopped there every morning 
to get his morning eye-opener 
—*‘just a few beers.” Our hearts 
were barely beating as we watched 
Pa approach the saloon. Was he 
hesitating at the swinging doors? 
We all held our breath—then we 
saw him glance skyward, as if 
breathing a prayer for strength. 
Straightening his shoulders with 
firm steps, Pa walked on past. 


Ma knelt right down. “Thank 
you, Lord,” she said simply. Pa 
never again drank a drop of liquor. 

Pa was determined to learn to 
read the Bible and night after 
night Ma sat patiently helping him 
master the words and to under- 
stand the Word of God. Strange- 
ly enough, though, Pa never was 
able to read a newspaper or book, 
he became a very fluent reader 
of the Bible, and in spite of his 
lack of formal education became 
a preacher of some note in that 
section of our state. 

It wasn’t long before we moved 
into a better part of town, but 
we were never to possess much 


of this world’s goods. The depres- 
sion hit America about that time, 
but aside from that, Pa was so 
overwhelmingly grateful to the 
Lord for delivering him from his 
evil life that he fairly out-did him- 
self trying to repay the debt he 
felt he most surely owed. And Ma 
was so happy she urged him to 
“give until it hurt, and then give 
until it stopped hurting.” 


The first thing Pa did was to 
round up his friends, all “drunks,” 
and inveigle them to go with him 
to the gospel meetings. Much to 
his joy, many of them accepted 
Christ as their Saviour and found 
a new life before them. Since 
theré was no church in the com- 
munity, Ma and Pa and the other 
converted drunkards and their 
wives and families decided they 
must have a place to worship. 'To- 
gether they managed to buy the 
Community Hall and asked their 
friend Bob to pastor the little 
flock. Today a neat brick church

the Phoenicians. But there is no 
unifying influence so strong as 
that of religion. Hence he deter- 
mined to carry the nation over 
bodily into the Zidonian worship, 
and, as the first step in that di- 
rection, he allied himself to the 
royal house of Zidon, by marrying 
Jezebel, the daughter of Ethbaal, 
king of Ziden. Thus, if I have 
read the record right, his wor- 
ship of Baal was not the result 
of his marriage with Jezebel, but 
his marriage with her was the con- 
sequence of his determination to 
establish Baal worship through- 
out his dominions. In this effort 
he found Jezebel a most efficient 
and unscrupulous assistant... She 
was the daughter of one who, 
being himself a priest of Baal, had, 
as Josephus tells us, 
his own brother in order to gain 
the crown: so that he was both 
priest of Baal and king of Zidon. 
She inherited both the _ relig- 
ious fervor of the priest and 
the unscrupulous cruelty of the 
man. She united in herself the 
strongest intellectual powers, the 
fiercest passions, and the fiercest 
will, while her moral 
was hardened almost into inSensi- 
bility. She is regarded as ‘the Lady 
Macbeth of history.’ 


Israel was in a bad way; as 
far as we can tell, in a more des- 
perate stiuation than at any time 
in her long history. Jeroboam had 
given the nation a push toward 
idolatry when he set up his gold- 
en ‘calves at the two extremities 
of the kingdom, Dan and Bethel. 
But there was no open and public 
renunciation of the worship of Je- 
hovah. But now, when Ahab is on 
the throne and is married to a 
daughter of an idolatrous king, all 
pretense is thrown aside and the 
worship of Jehovah is prescribed.

Ahab and 
Jezebel might be sitting in their 
Jezreel palace of ivory, congratu- 
lating themselves on the skill 
which they had shown, when— 
sudden and terrible as a clap of 
thunder from a cloudless sky— 
suddenly God acts! God calls Eli- 
jah, the Tishbite, who was of the

Here comes Elijah through the 
dusty country roads, a weird-look- 
‘ing man, with long, flowing beard,

ihis hand. On his feet are sandals 
| his hairy legs are covered

| been one who wore soft raiment 
and dwelt in kings’ palaces, he 
could never have roused Israel as 
he did. Had he been beloved and 
fashionable, dealing in _ silken 
speech and soft attire, he would 
never have stirred the men of 
his generation to repentance. His 
mission needed a fearless, blunt, 
undaunted man who was not afraid 
‘to call things by their common 
| names, and such a man God made 
him in the hill country of Gilead.

| the summer capital of Ahab. Elijah 
'goes through the gates of Jezreel, 
through the cobblestone streets of 
Jezreel, past beautiful government 
buildings and. temples, market 
places and playgrounds till he 
comes to the ivory palace of Ahab. 
He goes up to the palace, opens 
the palace gates, walks through 
the garden; past the lovely green 
grass, the brightly colored flowers, 
the shrubs, trees full of bright 
colored birds and pools full of 
tropical fish. Up to the palace he 
and through the palace 
'doorway he strides down through 
'the long hallway. Walking on the 
plush rug he leaves footprints of

licentious pictures, Words cannot 
describe these coarse, base, ob- 
scene and offensive paintings. 


Down the hallway he goes and 
into the throne room, where from 
the ceiling candlelabra hang and 
their illumination from a_ thou- 
sand candles in golden candlesticks 
glowing with soft radiance illumi- 
nating the entire room. Through 
this room he goes walking across 
the Persian rugs with their mystic 
designs into the dining hall. 


There sitting at a table is Ahab; 
in one hand he is holding a hunk 
of meat and in the other, halfway 
to his mouth, is a silver wine 
goblet. Ahab sees Elijah and his 
ruddy complexion turns pale. The 
goblet falls from his hand and 
rolis across the table spilling the 
wine, then clattering to the marble 
floor. Over in the corner is Jezebel 
reclining on a gold and silver 
couch covered with crimson hang- 
ings. She is clothed in a revealing 
flimsy garment. At the head of 
the couch is a servant fanning’ her 
with a large, brightly colored fan 
made from bird feathers. At the 
foot of the pallet is another ser- 
vant playing a harp. Jezebel is 
tossing grapes into the air and 
catching them in her mouth. 
Elijah speaks: 


“As the Lord God of Israel liv- 
eth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these 
years, but according to my word.” 


‘Ahab, bécause of your sin and 
the sin of your father and your 
heathen wife Jezebel, there shall 
no rain fall according to my word.’ 
“As the Lord God of Israel liveth.” 
His words have a peculiar appro- 
priateness to the circumstances of 
the hour. “Jehovah . liveth.” 
Ahab was a worshiper of Baal, the 
abstract representative of power, 
an impersonal attribute, a blind 
principle; and in opposition to all 
that Elijah declared that “Jehovah 
... liveth” and the “God of Isra- 
el.” The king had repudiated the 
covenant which the Lord had made 
with Israel.’ He had chosen to af- 
firm that there was no Jehovah, 
and, by consequence, that here 
was no covenant; and now Elijah, 
in the first words he utters, gives 
the flattest Contradiction to all 
these notions: “Jehovah the God 
of Israel liveth, before whom I 
stand”! 


Here is another statement of 
the personality of God. It is not 
only that Jehovah exists in some 
faraway corner of the universe,

been a man there with long hair, 
large bushy beard, clothed in 
sheepskin, He says, “Go after him 
and bring him back.” Jezebel says, 
“Bring him back dead or alive.” 

The captain jumps into the 
chariot and the soldier brings the 
whip down across the flank of 
the horse. In a miighty roar the 
chariots rumble off down the 
streets of Jezreel and through the 
gates of Jezreel. The war chariots 
spread out covering the country- 
side, 

Out in the countryside God 
speaks to Elijah telling him to go 
at once and turn eastward, and 
hide himself by the brook Cherith, 
that is before Jordan. “And, . 
thou shalt drink of the brook, 
and I have commanded the ra- 
vens to feed thee there.” Elijah 
did at once what God had com- 
manded him to do. 


The royal guard is unable to 
find Elijah; they, therefore, re- 
port back to Ahab their failure. 
The king at first had been awed 
into solemn _ silence by § the 
prophet’s weird aspect and dread- 
ful words, he now breaks out into 
a shout of laughter at the whole 
affair, for it is the manner of 
such men to pass from the ex- 
treme of terror to that of deri- 
sion, The first emotion of the 
king was that of indignation, 
forming itself into the purpose to 
thrust Elijah into the dungeon, 
as, in afterdays, he did with 
Micaiah, but the rapid movement 
of the prophet rendered any such 
design abortive; and so baffled 
in his intended vengeance, he then 
looks upon the whole thing with 
contempt. He was but some maniac 
who has broken loose. 


In a few days the occurrence 
was forgotten. But when the rainy 
season came, and the sky above 
continued cloudless, blazing like 
burnished brass with the red glare 
of the fiery hot sun; when, month 
after month, no dewdrop sparkled 
on the withered grass, when the 
fountains refused to flow, and the 
rivers dried up in their beds, and 
grim, gaunt Famine began his des- 
olating march across the land; 
then Ahab and his court would 
think upon the Tishbite and recall 
his awful words. And so it was, 
as month after month passed, Eli- 
jah, perched up in the mountain, 
could look down upon the land and 
see the grass as it turned from 
green to brown, then blackened. 
The trees give up their leaves, and 
the streams dry up, the rivers 
shrink to nothing. He sees the 
soldiers as they search the coun- 
tryside for him, the village, towns, 
cities and neighboring countries 
but Elijah is safe. 


Fed by a Widow of Zare- 
phath, in Zidon 

One morning Elijah wakes to 
find that the brook Cherith has 
dried up, for there had been no 
rain in all the land for a period 
of some fourteen or fifteen months. 
He prays, asking God what he 
is to now do? During these many 
months the ravens had brought 
him bread and flesh in the morn- 
ing and bread and flesh in the 
evening, and he had drunk from 
the brook Cherith. The Word of 
the Lord came unto him, saying, 
“Arise, get thee to Zarephath, 
which belongeth to Zidon |Jeze- 
bel’s father, Ethbaal was king], 
and dwell there: behold, I have 
commanded a widow woman there 
to sustain thee.” 


And he arose at once in obedi- 
ence to God’s Word and went, and 
when he came to the gate of the 
city, behold, the widow woman 
was there gathering sticks; and 
he calls to her, and says, “Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a Jittle water 
in a vessel, that I may drink?” 

She said she would be glad to and 
goes after it. He calls after her 
and says, “Bring me, I pray thee, 
a morsel of bread in thine hand.” 

She says, “As the Lord thy 


_God liveth, I have not a cake, 
_ but an handful of meal in a bar- 


rel and a little oil in a cruse: and, 
behold, I am gathering two sticks 
that I may go in and dress it for 
me and my son, that we may 
eat it, and die.” 

Elijah says for her to go ahead 
and make the cake but to give it 
to him to eat; “For thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, The barrel 
of meal shall not waste, neither 
shall the cruse of oil fail, until 


-| Jezebel had commissioned him to 
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the day that the Lord sendeth 
rain upon the earth. And she. . 
did according to the saying of Eli- 
jah... And it came to pass after 
many days [three and one-half 
years since it had rained] that the 
word of the Lord came _ unto 
Elijah, telling him to go find Ahab. 


Elijah Shows Himself 
to Israel 
The famine in Israel was great, 
thousands had died and thousands 
more were sick unto death. Most 
of the cattle were dead. Ahab 
called Obadiah, who was the gov- 
ernor of the palace at Jezreel. 
Obadiah feared God and when 


kill one hundred of God’s prophet’s, 
instead of killing them, he had 
hidden fifty in one cave and fifty 
in another and fed and watered 
them.

mals.” Ahab cared more for his 
mules and horses than the thou- 
sands of suffering people. 


Elijah comes upon Obadiah, and 
as soon as Obadiah saw him, he 
recognized him, and said, “Art 
thou that my lord Elijah?” Where- 
upon he answered, “I am: go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here.” 
Obadiah is afraid that Elijah will 
leave but Elijah tells him that he 
is to see Ahab this day. Obadiah 
goes and finds Ahab and says, 
“Behold, Elijah is here.” 


As Ahab comes near he takes 
out his sword to kill Elijah and 
determined to have whatever ad- 
vantage the first word might af- 
ford the king, with much swagger 
and show of indignation, said, 
“Art thou he that troubleth Is- 


Elijah answers him, “I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou and thy 
father’s house [and your heathen 
wife Jezebel|, in that ye have for- 
saken the commandments of the 
Lord, and thou hast followed Baal- 
im. Now therefore send, and gath- 
er to me all Israel unto mount 
Carmel, and the prophets of Baal 
four hundred and fifty, and the 
prophets of the groves four hun- 
dred, which eat at Jezebel’s table.” 

The day comes and at Mount 
Carmel there is a sea of hungry, 
half-starved people gathered and 
the eight hundred and fifty hea- 
then prophets and Ahab—but not 
Jezebel, for she wouldn’t come. 


God Answers by Fire on 
Mt, Carmel 


Elijah stands before the people 
and says, “How long halt ye be- 
tween two opinions? if the Lord 


then follow him. And the people 
answered him not a word.” Then 
said Elijah, ‘Let the prophets of 
Baal build an altar and place a 
bullock upon it and I will do 
the same. We will then both pray 
for fire.’ “The God that answer- 
eth by fire, let him be God.” 

The people agree, so the prophets 
of Baal build an altar, place a 
bullock upon it and dance, sing, 
and pray for fire. And it came 
to pass at noon that Elijah mock- 
ed them and said, “Cry aloud: 
for he is a god; either he is talking, 
or he is pursuing, or he is in 
a journey, or peradventure he 
sleepeth, and must be awaked.”

The law of God was never given 
to save men. It was given to mag- 
nify sin, to make it exceedingly 
sinful, to give it the specific char- 
acter of transgression, “Therefore 
by the deeds of the law there shall 
no flesh be justified in his sight: 
for by the law is the knowledge 


he God, “Christ hath redeemed us | 
from the curse of the law, being | 
made a curse for us: for it is’ 
written, Cursed is every one that | 
hangeth on a tree” (Gal. 3:13).

22. “But Must I Not First 
Make Restitution for All the 
Wrongs I Have Done to 

Other People Before I Can 

Come to Christ and Be 

Forgiven?” 

It is well that you. should be 
exercised as to wrongs done to 
others, but nowhere in the Word 
are we told we must make restitu- 
tion first, though after we are sav- 
ed we should certainly seek to do 
all in our power to straighten up 
any crooked things involving the 
rights of other people. It is to 
those already saved that the apos- 
tle writes, “Let him that stole 
steal no more: but rather let him 
labour, working with his hands 
the thing which is good, that he 
may have to give to him that 
needeth” (Eph. 4:28). 

Consider the repentant thief on 
the cross. Surely he had been guil- 
ty of wronging many of his fel- 
lows! Yet the moment he turned 
in faith to Jesus he was saved. In 
the very nature of the case he 
could not make restitution to any 
one for any crime committed. His 
hands and feet were nailed to the 
cross. It was not possible for him 
to do one thing to repair the many 
wrongs he had done. But through 
the merits of the Holy Sufferer 
on that central cross, he was fully 
and freely pardoned and fitted 
for Paradise. Had he been permit- 
ted to live, and to come down 
from that scaffold, undoubtedly he 
would have spent his life seeking 
to show the reality of his repent- 
ance, and wherever possible to 
make restitution for offenses com- 
mitted. But he was saved alto- 
gether apart from this; and that 
on the ground of the propitiatory 
work of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


You may be saved in the very 
same way. Then as a new man in 
Christ, you can prove your love 
to Him by striving to live unself- 
ishly and devotedly to His glory. 
And if you are able to put wrongs 
right, as between man and man, } 
you will in so doing not only find 
joy yourself, but you will be a wit- 
ness to others of the power of sav- 
ing grace. But all such efforts to 
clean up the past will have nothing 
whatever to do with the salvation 
of your soul. You cannot even help 
God to save you. It is Christ’s 
work alone that counts. 


Cast your deadly doing down, 
Down at Jesus’ feet; 
Stand in Him, in Him alone, 


tled before that gfeat assize, you 
will then be irrevocably lost. Per- 
haps you are laboring under a 
misapprehension of what 
judgment of the Great White 
Throne is for, and who are to be 
judged at that time. It will be the 
judgment of sinners, when all who 
have lived and died out of Christ 
will be judged according to their 
works. Christians will not stand 
there for judgment. Concerning 
them our Lord has said: 


that 


“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 


of sin” (Rom. 3:20). But, blessed | 2°, ‘Mat heareth my word, and be- 


lieveth on him that sent me, hath 


everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 


from death unto life.”—John 5:24. 


I like the Roman Catholic trans- 
lation of this verse, which is con- 
firmed by our Revised Version. It 
changes “shall not come into con- 
demnation” into “cometh not unto 
judgment.” Here is a_ glorious 
truth revealed! The believer in 
the Lord Jesus will never have to 
be judged for his sins because 
Christ has been judged for them 
already, On account of this God 
justifies freely and completely all 
who receive His Son in faith as 
their Saviour. Look again at the 
verse quoted above. Notice that 
all who hear His Word and believe 
in Him have everlasting life. It 
is present possession. Therefore it 
is really unbelief that would lead 
one to say, “I hope I have eternal 
life because I believe in Jesus.” Do 
not speak of humility when you 
are doubting God. Take Him at 
His Word and know beyond all 
question that eternal life is yours, 


Though all unworthy, yet I will 
not doubt, 
For him that cometh He will not 
cast out; 
He that believeth, oh, the good 
news shout, 
Hath everlasting life. 


24. “Must I Not First Be Bap- 
tized Before I Can Know 
That I Am Saved?” 


It is right and proper that you 
should be baptized. But baptism 
cannot effect the salvation of the 
soul. It is, as Peter tells us, a 
figure of salvation, just as was the 
deliverance of Noah in the ark of 
old. But we are told distinctly, 
“By grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: 
it is the gift of God” (Eph. 2:8). 
To the inquiring jailor at Philippi, 
who asked the definite question, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
there came as definite an answer, 
“Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved.” (See 
Acts 16.) Baptism followed be- 
lieving, It was the God-ordained 
way of confessing Christ as Sav- 
iour and Lord. Many have been 
saved who could not possibly be 
baptized. Consider again the case 
of the penitent thief, and be as- 
sured that God has never had two 
ways of saving sinners. The same 
grace that saved him will save 
you, when you trust in Jesus, 
whose blood alone cleanses from 
all sin. 

There are a number of passages 
relating to baptism that may seem 
a little confusing. But rest your 
soul on the clear, definite state- 
ments concerning salvation by 
grace, and as you study your Bi- 
ble the perplexing portions will be- 
come clearer under the Holy 
Spirit’s guidance. It is Christ’s 
baptism of judgment that is the 
basis of our deliverance from 
death, 


Lord Jesus, we remember 
The travail of Thy soul; 
When in Thy love’s deep pity 
The waves did o’er Thee roll. 
Baptized in death’s dark waters, 
For us Thy blood was shed; 
For us Thou Lord of glory 
Wast numbered with the dead, 


25. “If I Could Only Be Sure 
I Was in the Right Church,

The church is not the Ark of 


Gloriously complete. 


23. “I Have a Humble Hope 
That I Am a Christian, but 
I Dare Not Be too Sure. I 
Cannot See How Any One 
Can Be Certain Until 
After the Day of Judg- 
ment” 
But the day of judgment will be 


‘Safety. The church is the aggre- 
gate of all who believe in the 


Lord Jesus and who have there- 
fore been baptized by the Holy 
Spirit into one Body. This is not a 
mere organization, however an- 
cient and venerable. If you were 
sure you were in the right church 
(some earthly organization), and 
trusted in that for salvation, you 
would be forever lost! Your trust

26. “I Believe That Jesus Died 
for Me. but I Am Afraid to 
Say I Am Saved, for | Know

Much as I Should” 

I question if any one loves Him 
as He ought to be loved. But it 
is a grave mistake to be looking in 
your own heart for love. Rather 
rejoice in the amazing love of God 
for you as expressed in the cross 
of Christ, and in all His care for 
you through the years. We say 
sometimes that “love begets love.”’ 
This is very true in regard to love 
for God, As you are occupied with 
His love, your own heart will re- 
spond to it and you will be able 
to say, “We love him, because 
he first: loved us.” Looking into 
your own heart for a ground of 
confidence is like casting the 
anchor in the hold of a ship. Cast 
it outside and let it go down, 
down, down into the great, tossing 
ocean of strife and trouble, until 
it grips the Rock itself. Christ 
alone is the Rock, and He is the 
manifestation of the infinite love 
of God for sinners. 

The following lines are of un- 
certain authorship, but they are 
most blessedly true: 


Could we with ink the ocean fill, 
And were skies of parchment 
made, 


Were every stalk on earth a quill, 

And every man a scribe by trade, 

To write the love of God above, 

Would drain the ocean dry;

27. “At Times I Feel Assured 
That All Is Well, but at 
Other Times I Tremble, 
Fearing That I Am 
Mistaken” 

Mistaken about what? If you be- 
lieve that Jesus died for you and 
rose again, there can be no mis- 
take about that. If you have taken 
Him at His Word, and have come 


to Him for peace and pardon, 
there can be no mistake about 
that. If you have opened your 


heart to Him, you can be certain 
He has come in to abide, for He 
has told you He would, and there 
can be no mistake about that. 
Your trembling does not alter 
these basic facts. 

A story is told of a vessel that 
was wrecked one stormy night by 
crashing on the rocks off the 
coast of Cornwall. All hands per- 
ished but one lone Irish lad, who 
was hurled by the waves upon 
the jagged slopes of a great tower- 
ing ledge, where he managed to 
find a place of refuge. In the 
morning, watchers on the beach 
spied him through their glasses, 
and a boat was launched and row- 
ed out to where he clung. Almost 
dead with cold and exposure, he 
was tenderly lifted into the boat 
and brought ashore. After restora- 
tives were applied, he was asked, 
“Lad, didn’t ye tremble out there 
on the rock in all that storm?” 
He replied brightly in his Irish 
way, “Trimble? Sure and T trim- 
bled. But do you know, the rock 
never trimbled wanct all night.’ 


If you have trusted Christ you 
are on the Rock. While you may 
tremble, that does not invalidate 
God’s salvation. The Rock remains 
firm and secure. Look away from 
self altogether and rely solely up- 
on the Word of God.

28. “There Have Been Times 
When I Had Very, Definite 

Assurance of My Salvation, 

and Then I Have Lost It 

Again. Why Do These 

Periods of Darkness 
Come” 

There may be various reasons 
for these periods of darkness. The 
greatest saints have at times 
known the same experiences. ‘They 
may possibly be accounted for by 
great mental weariness and physi- 
cal weakness. The adversary of our 
souls is always ready to take ad- 
vantage of such conditions, and 
ever seeks to make us forget the 
clear, definite promises of God on 
which we have rested when well 
and strong. 

There is an authentic story told 
of an aged minister, who had 
preached the Gospel in clearness 
and power during all his public 
life, but who, when he was suf- 
fering at times, found himself 
greatly beset by doubt and un- 
certainty. Mentioning the matter 
to his wife, she drew his atten- 
tion to John 8:24. As he read the 
precious words again, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that 
heareth my word, and believeth 
on him that sent me, hath ever- 
lasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life,” he burst 


into a joyous laugh, and said, 
“How strange that I should ever 
forget words like these, when I 
have preached on them myself for 
years.” 

Sometime later the wife came 
into the room and found her aged 
husband leaning over the side of 
the bed, holding the open Bible 
beneath his couch. She exclaimed, 
“Whatever are you doing?” He 
answered, “Satan has been after 
me again and as he is the prince 
of darkness, I took it that he 
would be in the darkest place in 
the room, which is under the bed, 
and so I was just showing him 
John 5:24, and the moment he 
saw it he ceased to trouble me.” 


We can quite understand the 
mental weakness that the story 
suggests, but the principle is bless- 
edly true. When the adversary of 
your soul comes against you seek- 
ing to destroy your confidence, 
show him what God has said. 


But there may be other reasons 
which account for the loss of that | 
blessed assurance you once en- 
joyed. The Apostle Peter sug- 
gests such in his second epistle, 
chapter 1, verse 9. In the previous 
verses he has been stressing the 
importance of spiritual growth, 
and the believer is instructed to be 
diligent in adding to his faith 
virtue, and to virtue knowledge, 
and to knowledge self-control, and 
to self-control patience, and to pa- 
tience godliness, and to godliness 
brotherly kindness, and to broth- 
erly kindness love; and then he 
can be sure that if these things 
are in him and abound, he will 
not be idle nor unfruitful in the 


‘knowledge of our Lord Jesus 


Christ. 


But, on the other hand, -if the 
believer is neglectful of these 
things, he cannot expect the di- 
vine blessing to rest upon him; 
and so we are told, “He that 
lacketh these things is blind, and 
cannot see afar off, and hath for- 
gotten that he was purged from 
his old sins.’”’ There is something 
very solemn here. Notice, he was 
purged from his old sins, but 
through indolence and carelessness 
he has lost the assurance of this. 
The blessedness of by-gone days 
has faded from his memory. 


The Christian life is never sta- 
tic. One must either grow in grace, 
or there will be backsliding and de- 
terioration. ‘The backslider in 
heart shall be filled with his own 
ways” (Prov. 14:14). He who does 
not go with God, but allows him- 
self to drift, is almost sure to lose 
the joy of his salvation. Examine 
yourself as to this matter, and if 


'you find that you have been care- 


less in regard to the study of your 
Bible, careless as to your prayer 
life, careless as to the proper use 


of the means of grace, confess all 


this to God and give diligence to 
walk with Him in days to come, 
that you may develop a stronger 
Christian character, 


Last of all, let me remind you 
that any known sin condoned in 
your life will rob you of the joy 
and assurance of your salvation. 
“If I regard iniquity in my heart, 
the Lord will not hear me.” Many 
a one who has gone on happily 
with Christ for sometime, but 
through toying with sin has be- 


come ensnared and entrapped inte 
something that has so grieved the 
Spirit of God, that he has lost his 
sense of acceptance in Christ. See 
to it that there is no uneconfessed 
sin in your life. Be sure that you 
are not tolerating any secret sin 
which is draining you of spiritual 
power and hindering your com- 
munion with God. 


Worldliness, carnal indulgence 
of any kind, unfaithfulness as to 
your Christian responsibilities, un- 
seemly levity,. the harboring of 
malice or ill-will toward others— 
all or any of these things are cal- 
culated to destroy your sense of 
assurance. If guilty of any of 
them, face things honestly in the 
presence of God, remembering that 
He has said, “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.” 


Do not accept the suggestion of 
the tempter that you are power- 
less to break away from evil 
habits. Remember it is not a ques- 
tion of your own power, but when 
you honestly repent of the wrong- 
doing and turn to the Lord for 
divine help to overcome your be- 
setting sin, He will undertake for 
you, As you reckon yourself to be 
dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord, the Holy Spirit will work in 
and through you, causing you to 
triumph over tendencies toward 
evil, and enabling you to live vic- 
toriously to the glory of the God 
who has saved you. -
